THOUSANDS of people are to have their say on Dudley 
Council’s controversial budget plans. 

The move comes as the authority looks to make £20 million worth of 
cuts over the next three years. 

Under the proposals Dudley Museum and Art Gallery would close and up to 275 jobs 
would be axed. Library opening hours could be cut with public toilets, dog bins and grit¬ 
ting lorries also in the firing line. 

Proposals also include a council tax increase of just under two per cent, the equivalent 
of 43p a week for a band D property. 

Bosses say the authority is facing unprecedented cuts in funding from the Government 
and needs to dramatically change the way it delivers services. 

The council has now launched its annual The Big Question consultation, asking res- 


Arrest after 
man fatally 
injured by car 

A 19-year-old man has been arrested 
on suspicion of causing death by dan¬ 
gerous driving after a pedestrian was 
killed in Netherton. 

Paramedics were called to a 
53-year-old man found in a criti¬ 
cal condition near the junction of 
Marriot Road and Cradley Road at 
11.45pm on Friday. He was found in 
the road near to an abandoned car 
which had crashed into fencing. Pas¬ 
sers-by stopped to help the man but 
he was confirmed dead at the scene. 

Sergeant Paul Hughes, of the Col¬ 
lision Investigation Unit at West 
Midlands Police, said: “We believe 
that the man was a pedestrian who 
was hit by the car. Checks on the 
silver grey Seat Ibiza have revealed 
that the abandoned car was unin¬ 
sured and unregistered.” 

A West Midlands Ambulance 
spokeswoman said ambulance staff 
took over after arriving to find pas¬ 
sers-by performing excellent CPR 
on the injured man. But he had sus¬ 
tained multiple injuries and, despite 
advanced life support continuing at 
the roadside, the man could not be 
saved.

Fountain now 
flows again 
after 60 years 

MORE than 60 years after water 
last ran through Dudley town cen¬ 
tre’s famous fountain, it is flowing 
once again. 

The landmark fountain in Dudley 
market place has undergone a major 
renovation to allow the water to run 
again after decades of being dry. 

The impressive monument has 
been a fixture of the High Street 
for 150 years and on Friday deputy 
mayor Councillor Mohammed Hanif 
launched the new-look fountain. 

He said: “It’s really great to see 
the centre of Dudley up and running 
and brought back to its former glory. 
I’m delighted for the people of Dud¬ 
ley.” 

Keeper of the fountain Iris Reed 
and Michael Forsyth, the great 
nephew of its designer James For¬ 
syth, were among guests for the cer¬ 
emony. 

The project has included renova¬ 
tion of the water basins, new pipe 
work, restoration of statues and a 
replacement for the missing tiered 
fountain in the central archway. 

Historic photographs and written 
references were used to help restore 
the missing elements of the foun¬ 
tain.

Innovative 

Cabinet member for finance, Councillor 
David Sparks, said: “Over the past two 
years, the number of people who have taken 
part in our Big Question consultations has 
been bigger than any other budget consul¬ 
tation ever held by Dudley Council. 

“These are unprecedented times for any 
local authority as our funding continues to 
be reduced from the Government, and we 
have to look at new and innovative ways of 
delivering services. 

“This year’s Big Question is very much 
about finding out what services people 
think can be delivered in another form, by 
the community and voluntary sector.” 

Councillor Sparks said the savings are 
needed in response to a £65m reduction in 
Government funding since 2010. 

For 2015/16 Dudley’s Revenue Support 
Grant, its main source of Government 
funding, reduced by £61 per person. 

At a recent meeting, the council’s con¬ 
trolling Labour group came under fire over 
the cuts. Conservative leader, Councillor 
Patrick Harley, said the authority should 
have been better prepared to ensure such 
severe cuts, affecting frontline services, 
were not necessary. 



Caparo boss dies in 
fall from luxury flat

Family firm tragedy 


THE future of crisis-hit industrial 
giant Caparo faces further turmoil 
after its boss fell to his death from 
his London penthouse. 

Angad Paul, aged 45, the son 
of Caparo founder Lord Paul of 
Marylebone, was found dead on 
Sunday at the rear of the exclusive 
apartment building in Portland 
Place he shared with his family. 

Police say that his death is not 
being treated as suspicious. 

Mr Paul was due to visit the 
Black County last week but did 
not attend the scheduled meeting 
with administrators PwC and Wal¬ 
sall South MP Valerie Vaz at Cap¬ 
aro Atlas Fastenings site in Heath 
Road, Darlaston. 

His father, who has been chan¬ 


cellor of the University of Wolver¬ 
hampton since 1999, had been due 
to visit Wolverhampton University 
today (Thu). 

Mr Paul’s death comes just two 
weeks after administrators were 
called into Caparo, the £370m-a- 
year business that employed 1,700 
workers across the Black Country. 

The move has already seen 323 
jobs go across the region, with the 
likelihood of more to follow. 

Mr Paul took over as chief execu¬ 
tive of the firm in 1996. 

Caparo went into administration 
last month, leading to job losses as 
plants in Dudley, Cradley Heath, 
Oldbury, Darlaston and West Bro¬ 
mwich were hit.

Mosque dispute cost 
will be nearly £1m 

COSTS linked to the court battle over a 
proposed new mosque in Dudley, which 
seems to have finally reached an end after 
ten years, will total around £1 million. 

Dudley Muslim Association’s plans were 
dealt a major blow after judges ruled in fa¬ 
vour of Dudley Council’s bid to take back 
the land (see pages 3 and 6). 

Association officials say they have al¬ 
ready forked out more than £750,000 in 
legal and planning fees. Now they will have 
to cover the council’s legal bill, thought to 
run into six figures. The Court of Appeal is 
yet to rule on the exact costs 

SPEED 

Slow down sign 
to warn motorists 

A ROAD safety campaign by residents 
concerned about speeding drivers 
along a road in Sedgley has prompted 
highways bosses to bring in new meas¬ 
ures. 

A vehicle-activated sign which 
flashes to warn cars going over the 
speed limit to slow down will be placed 
in Northway, near its junction with Man- 
derlay Close. 

Northway Action Group called for 
more safety measures after clocking 42 
speediing motorists in one hour. 

TRANSPORT 

Nuisance parkers 
handed £100 fines 

MORE than 500 fines have been handed 
to motorists parking badly at railway and 
metro stations in the Black Country. 

Since January, 514 Penalty Charge No¬ 
tices, each with a fine of £100, have been 
given out at Centro’s six park and ride 
sites. Most of the fines — 230 in total — 
were issued at Stourbridge Junction. 

But the numbers appear to be falling 
since an initial surge in January and Feb¬ 
ruary saw 114 drivers penalised. 

At Sandwell and Dudley rail station 184 
fines were handed out this year. There 
were also 31 at Rowley Regis and 20 at 
Coseley in the blitz on nuisance parking.

LOOK who’s the mane attraction at 
Dudley Zoo - Asiatic Lion Jetpur has 
made a roaring return to his birthplace. 

The 12-year-old was born at the zoo 
in 2003 and has spent the past 10 years 
overseas - at Mulhouse Zoo in France. 
But now he’s back in the Black Coun¬ 
try and bosses are bursting with pride 
to have a male joining nine-year-old fe¬ 
males Kyra and Asha. They hope they 
will settle well together and breed in 
time. 

Jetpur, who weighs 223kg, arrived 
earlier this month. 

Dudley Zoo curator, Richard Brown, 


said: “Jetpur is settling in well. We will 
be looking to get him into a routine and 
hope to introduce him to Kyra and Asha 
later in the week. 

“We are quite positive they will get 
along well.” 

Cubs 

Jetpur was born on July 6, 2003, and 
moved to Mulhouse Zoo, in Mulhouse, 
near Strasbourg on the German and 
Swiss borders, nearly two years later to 
form a breeding pair with lioness Sita. 
They have had 10 cubs as part of an in¬ 
ternational breeding programme. 


It is now hoped that Jetpur will con¬ 
tinue to breed after his return home to 
the Castle Hill attraction. 

Zoo section leader Jay Haywood said: 
“Lions eat every other day and Jetpur 
will have up to 10kg of meat every other 
day, given to him in joints. 

“In between he is given rabbits, quail 
and chickens and it is also important he 
eats the bones, feathers and fur in order 
to keep his internal organs healthy.” 

Asiatic lions are smaller and lighter 
than their African counterparts and 
have a shaggier coat with a distinctive 
fold of skin that runs along the belly. 


Bored residents concern 
care home inspectors 

MEDICINES not administered 
properly, sickness levels among 
staff and residents ‘bored’ with 
the few activities available — 
these were among concerns in a 
report on a care home in Dudley. 

Nethercrest Residental Home, in 
Brewster Street, Netherton, was 
ranked as requiring improvement by 
the Care Quality Commission follow¬ 
ing an inspection. 

In their report inspectors said that the 
home needs to get better in all areas - 
safety, effectiveness, care, responsiveness 
and leadership. 

The home’s management of residents’ 
medicines was criticised with staff failings 
meaning some people didn’t get the pre¬ 
scriptions they needed. 

The report stated: “Medicines were not 
consistently administered as prescribed. 

We found errors in the arrangements for 
managing people’s medicines which had led 
to some people not having their medicines. 

“The provider had input from other 
agencies to improve their management 
of medicines but had not sustained this. 

Timely action was not evident where peo¬ 
ple refused their medicines or where stock 
had run out which could compromise peo¬ 
ple’s health.” 

Reviewing 

Nethercrest head of operations Julie 
Wright said a new leadership team had 
been installed and the home was reviewing 
all areas of care. 

The level of staffing at the home was also 
questioned in the report, which said that 
sickness absences left it stretched. 

The report said: “People told us there 
was not enough to occupy them. Some pre¬ 
planned activities had taken place but the 
frequency of these was limited. People told 
us they were bored.” 

The report continued: “Although the 
ownership of the home had recently 
changed and the provider had a programme 
for improvement, they had not sustained 
some of the new initiatives recently imple¬ 
mented.” 

Julie Wright said: “We are extremely 
disappointed with the findings, but can 
confirm that over recent weeks a new man¬ 
agement team has been put in place.” 


Cannon is back in pride of place

A LANDMARK cannon once again 
has pride of place in front of the 
war memorial in Brierley Hill after 
being restored to its former glory 
in time for Remembrance Day. 

There were fears earlier this 
year when the cannon went miss¬ 
ing from its spot that it had been 
stolen. But it emerged it had been 
removed from its long-standing 
position on Church Hill by Dudley 
Council so they could spruce it up. 

Its return last week was ham¬ 
pered slightly as the crane brought 


in to lift it into place was not big 
enough. But a new machine ar¬ 
rived on site to carry out the work 
as planned. 

Officials said some delicate work 
was needed with the crane to get 
it back in exactly the right position 
on its plinth. Restoration of the 
cannon cost between £2,000 and 
£3,000. 

Dudley Council engineer Roger 
Brookes said: “Seeing the cannon 
restored to its proper place is a 
wonderful culmination of the pro¬ 


ject for us. The cannon is a very 
important part of Brierley Hill’s 
heritage and I know a lot of people 
in the town will be very glad to see 
it back in place. 

“It was always the intention to 
have it back in position in time 
for Remembrance services and we 
have been able to achieve that. 

The cannon was presented by 
Bailey Pegg to the town following 
the Siege of Mafeking, the most fa¬ 
mous British action in the Second 
Boer War. 


BMet college 
closing two 
sites in bid to 
save money 

A CASH-STRAPPED college which runs 
campuses in the Black Country is clos¬ 
ing two sites, a Government review has 
revealed. 

Birmingham Metropolitan College’s 
perilous financial state was highlighted 
in a review by Further Education Com¬ 
missioner Doctor David Collins, with the 
next few months deemed ‘critical’ to its 
chance of recovering. 

The college - which has campuses in 
Stourbridge, Brierley Hill, Great Barr 
and Kidderminster - has closed its Lan¬ 
guage Centre in Highgate, Birmingham 
and sold a property in Castle Vale. It has 
not been suggested that any Black Coun¬ 
try sites are under threat at this stage. 

College bosses were commended for 
their efforts to resolve its financial prob¬ 
lems. 

“Until early 2015 the standard of fi¬ 
nancial management and control in the 
college was not acceptable,” said Dr Col¬ 
lins. In a letter to college bosses, Skills 
and Equalities Minister Nick Boles 
wrote: “Although the college now has in 
place the expected policies and process 
in order to achieve quality and financial 
recovery, the next few months will be 
critical to determine whether or not fi¬ 
nancial recovery can be achieved.” 

Principal Andrew Cleaves said: “We 
are pleased that the FE Commissioner 
has recognised all the hard work that 
has been done over the past few months. 
Since spring we have significantly re¬ 
duced expenditure and undertaken a 
successful voluntary severance pro¬ 
gramme.” 

Crunch talks over 
one-way system 

A CRUNCH meeting will take place to 
decide whether to make any changes to 
two problem roads in Upper Gornal. 

Dudley Council unveiled proposals to 
introduce one-way traffic in Vale Street 
and Hill Street last month and under¬ 
took a consultation with residents. 

The findings will be revealed at a 
meeting today (Thu). 

Ward councillor Dean Perks said the 
one-way schemes had met with a mixed 
reaction, explaining: “There was sup¬ 
port for the one-way system but not in 
the way the council proposed it. People 
wanted Vale Street to be one-way but 
not Hill Street.” 

Under the proposals Vale Street would 
only be open to northbound traffic for a 
section near the Ruiton Windmill.

One group 
only with 
scheme for 
old theatre 

ONLY one group has come forward to 
submit plans to save Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome from demolition after a fresh 
drive to find backers. 

Campaigners from the Friends of 
Dudley Hippodrome group are part of 
the only group to have come forward 
with revised plans for the theatre. 

This came despite the council claim¬ 
ing six early inquiries had been made 
to express interests in taking over the 
venue in Castle Hill. 

A deadline for last Friday had been 
tabled by the council for groups or 
individuals behind those inquires to 
submit formal proposals. 

An independent assessor will now 
analyse the friends’ group proposal in 
the coming weeks. 

Dudley Council has set a deadline to 
take a final decision over the Hippo¬ 
drome’s future by the end of the year. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, who is 
in charge of economic developments 
in the borough, confirmed the coun¬ 
cil wanted to find a resolution to the 
scheme. 

He said: “We have received one pro¬ 
posal which will be looked at by an in¬ 
dependent assessor before we make a 
final decision by the end of the year.” 

Businessman Gary Blick has 
worked with the Friends of Dudley 
Hippodrome group to present its pro¬ 
posals once again. 

Group chairman, Gordon Downing, 
said the group submitted a similar 
proposal to a previous plan but extra 
technical details the council had re¬ 
quested were also submitted with the 
scheme.

A BLACK Country actor who played 
the starring role in Sir Lenny Henry’s 
drama Danny and the Human Zoo 
will switch on Dudley’s Christmas 
lights. 

Kascion Franklin, from Wednes- 
bury, has the honour of launching the 
annual festive celebration. 

The 27-year-old played the lead role 
in the TV drama which was screened 
in August and received favourable 
reviews. Written by Sir Lenny, it was 
a fictionalised account drawing upon 
his early life as a teenager in Dudley. 

Kascion said: “It’s a real honour to 


be asked to switch on the lights. It’s 
nice to give back to Dudley in my own 
little way, as it played a part in the 
first big thing in my career.” 

A brand new lighting system has 
been installed in the town centre as 
part of the multi-million pound mar¬ 
ket place redevelopment. 

The switch-on takes place on Sat¬ 
urday at 5pm. Before that spectacu¬ 
lar moment, there will be five hours 
of fun in Stone Street Square and 
Churchill Shopping Centre, including 
funfair rides, cookery demonstrations 
and a visit from Father Christmas.

Council 'caved in’ to 
pressure over mosque 


MUSLIM leaders claim Dudley 
Council bosses ‘caved in’ to oppo¬ 
sition — including pressure from far 
right groups — to block its plans for 
a new mosque in the town. 

Dudley Muslim Association (DMA) has spent 
a decade bidding to build a mosque on over¬ 
grown disused land in Hall Street. But its plan 
has been left in tatters after the Court of Ap¬ 
peal ruled last week that it has to hand the site 
back to the council. 

Five far right protests have been held in Dud¬ 
ley since 2010 over the issue, including three 
by the England Defence League. Three protests 
took place this year but faced strong opposition 
from the council, community leaders, traders 
and police over the disruption in the town cen¬ 
tre. A unity event was held to show Dudley’s 
multi-cultural community spirit. 

Dudley Muslim Association spokesman 
Amjid Raza said he believed the protests 
had not influenced the decision of judges but 
brought ‘bad publicity’ to the mosque bid. 

“The project was quite high-profile and and 
there was quite a lot of bad publicity,” he said. 
“Faced with vociferous opposition from vari¬ 
ous groups, the Dudley leadership at all levels 
caved in. 

Ambition 

“This leadership can regrettably take pride 
in preventing an otherwise respectful and 
co-operative community from fulfilling its 
ambition to build up-to-date premises in Hall 
Street. 

“We are sorry to our community that we 
were unable to fulfil their dream of a replace¬ 
ment mosque and community centre. Our 
community will now need a period of calm re¬ 
flection and consider its future progress. 

“We would sincerely like to thank profoundly 
all our fellow citizens who supported us and 
stood with us in our endeavours to build a new 
mosque and facilities.” 

Lords Justices Lewison and Treacy and Lady 
Justice Gloster unanimously ruled that the 
contract should be respected and the council 
was entitled to return of the land. 

Lord Justice Lewison told the court the case 
was a ‘sad story’. In his judgement he said: “It 
is to be hoped that further cooperation between 
the parties will result in the identification and 
acquisition of an alternative site on which the 
new mosque can be built.”

Homes to 
be built 
at Guest 
hospital 

WORK has started on the 
£18 million revamp of a 
landmark former hospital 
site in Dudley. 

Developer Wates Living 
Space has begun to over¬ 
haul the Guest Hospital site 
in Tipton Road where 157 
homes are to be built. 

Construction is being 
carried out by Wates, along¬ 
side Dudley Council and the 
Homes and Communities 
Agency, with completion in 
summer 2019. 

Two historic buildings 
from the hospital — the ad¬ 
ministration block and the 
porter’s lodge — will be con¬ 
verted into housing as part 
of the project. 

Other buildings will be 
demolished to make way for 
houses and flats. 

A total of 118 homes will 
be sold while 39 will be 
available for rent through 
the council. Councillor Gaye 
Partridge, cabinet member 
for housing, said: “This is an 
extremely welcome and ex¬ 
citing regeneration project. 

“It will enable the pro¬ 
vision of more affordable 
housing for our residents 
and bring an historic build¬ 
ing back into use offering 
luxury apartments.”

BLACK Country comedian Tommy 
Mundon will be honoured by having 
a room at an entertainment venue in 
Dudley named after him. 

The bar at Dudley Town Hall is 
set to be renamed the Tommy Mun¬ 
don Lounge in honour of the Hale¬ 
sowen-born funnyman, who died last 
year, and a portrait will be unveiled 
by Mayor of Dudley Councillor Steve 
Waltho to commemorate the popu¬ 
lar comic. Councillor Waltho said: 
“Tommy Mundon achieved legendary 
status and it is only right we honour 
him and his work.” 

Homes proposed 
for former garden 

HOMES will be built by the transfor¬ 
mation of an existing house and gar¬ 
den in Dudley under proposals before 
the council. 

The property in Stourbridge Road 
will be partly demolished to create 
space for the newmini-estate. 

KP Properties Developments has 
plans for the land near St Augustine’s 
Church, at Holly Hall.

Government urged to help Caparo staff 


THE Government must act to en¬ 
sure more than 300 Black Country 
workers who lost their jobs at steel 
giant Caparo are able to get back 
into work, says Labour Deputy Lead¬ 
er and West Bromwich East MP Tom 
Watson. 

Workers at sites in Cradley Heath, 
Oldbury, Dudley, West Bromwich 
and Darlaston were told by admin¬ 
istrators last week that they were 


being made redundant with immedi¬ 
ate effect. 

Around 50 former and current 
Caparo employees were invited to the 
Job Centre in West Bromwich High 
Street or the Job Centre in Temple 
Street, Wolverhampton. 

Caparo Atlas Fastenings in Heath 
Road, Darlaston was worst hit with 
122 workers made redundant. A total 
of 68 jobs have gone at Caparo Preci¬ 


sion Tubes in Oldbury, as well as 64 
at Caparo Forging Europe in Dudley, 
59 at Fairbright Wire in West Bro¬ 
mwich and 10 at the Cradley Heath 
CMT Engineering plant. The Darlas¬ 
ton, Dudley and West Bromwich sites 
closed with immediate effect. 

Mr Watson put the onus on the 
Government to support those left 
jobless after years of service to the 
company. 


He said: “This is devastating news 
for employees and their families. My 
thoughts are with them. 

“The Government must act imme¬ 
diately to ensure all those affected 
are given the help they need to find 
new jobs, including financial assis¬ 
tance to retrain, if necessary. These 
are highly-skilled workers that our 
region and our country cannot afford 
to lose.”

Council’s top earners 
paid more than £lm

DUDLEY Council’s top 10 
earners take home a to¬ 
tal of more than a million 
pounds a year. 

This comes at a time the au¬ 
thority plans to shut the town’s 
museum and art gallery and axe 
up to 275 jobs. 

The chief executive’s salary has 
increased to more than £160,000. 
Sarah Norman currently holds the 
chief executive role after John Poly- 
chronakis retired last year. 

The council is trying to make 
savings of £20 million over the next 
three years. Bosses have said an¬ 
other £50m of savings will still likely 
be needed even if its current propos¬ 
als for cuts go through. 

Finance boss Councillor David 
Sparks said cuts to services such 
as the museum, as well as reducing 
opening hours at libraries and at the 
Red House Glass Cone in Wordsley, 
were necessary to avoid the author¬ 
ity going bankrupt. 

Policy 

According to the council’s pay 
policy statement for 2015, the chief 
executive is paid between £160,000 
and £165,000 a year, an increase 
from £157,000. 

The strategic director for people’s 
services takes home £127,000, plus 
an £18,000 ‘statutory postholder 
allowance’ for being both Director 
Children’s Services and Director 
Adult Social Services. Another stra¬ 
tegic director earns £117,000, plus a 
£10,000 postholder allowance, while 
a third strategic director earns 
£117,000. Eight chief officers are 
paid £90,780. 

Bosses at the Labour-controlled 
authority have decided to take on a 
‘senior public health intelligence an¬ 
alyst’, earning more than £30,000. 
Dudley Clinical Commissioning 
Group has put £25,000 towards the 
new post, while £15,000 will come 
from the council’s health budget. 

Leader Councillor Pete Lowe said: 
“We now have one of the leanest 
senior management structures in 
the country which makes us more 
efficient than ever before.”

DUDLEY Society of Artists says its latest exhibition 
could be its last in the town due to the closure of Dudley 
Museum and Art Gallery. 

Members are desperate for the venue, where they 
have held their annual exhibition for 87 years, to stay 
open. 

The exhibition will return to the museum and art gal¬ 
lery on Saturday but once it comes to an end in Febru¬ 
ary, they face finding a new venue. 

Dudley Council is proposing closing the building, at 
Priory Street since 1883 ,and move its collections else¬ 
where. It is among cuts aiming to save £20 million over 
the next three years. 

The decision has sparked backlash from the public,

Susie Griffiths, president of the Dudley Society of Art¬ 
ists, said she was hopeful the council could be persuaded 
to change its mind. 

She fears if the museum and gallery does close, the 
society could be forced to move its exhibition out of the 
town. 

She said: “We are trying to get as many people as we 
can to sign the petition, we are encouraging all our mem¬ 
bers to do it. 

“We are very upset about it, we have been holding our 
exhibition there for 87 years. There is nowhere else for 
us to go, apart from maybe Wolverhampton.” 


Asylum — 
burden is 
unfair on 
this region 

ONE in three asylum seekers are be¬ 
ing sent to the West Midlands, says a 
leading migration boss. 

Roger Lawrence, chairman of the 
West Midlands Strategic Migration 
Partnership, said the region is ‘shoul¬ 
dering an unfair burden’. 

Mr Lawrence, leader of Wolver¬ 
hampton council, said: “We believe 
that around one-third of all claimants 
nationally are being accommodated in 
the West Midlands. 

“I am asking the Home Office to 
look again at the number of local au¬ 
thorities that asylum seekers are cur¬ 
rently dispersed to. A small number 
are shouldering an unfair burden.” 

The Home Office won’t disclose 
numbers of asylum seekers or the 
locations of accommodation for their 
‘protection and privacy’. 

Official figures show the number in 
Sandwell was 695, in Wolverhampton 
645, Walsall 234, and in Dudley 226. 
In Birmingham there were 1,400. 

Patrick Harley, leader of the Con¬ 
servative opposition on Dudley Coun¬ 
cil, added: “We want to see all areas 
take their fair share.” 

Mike Bird, leader of Walsall Coun¬ 
cil, said: “It is not right that the Black 
Country and West Midlands are hous¬ 
ing more asylum seekers than other 
areas. We have a long waiting lists for 
housing as it is.” Sandwell Council 
leader Darren Cooper said the area 
will refuse to take any more migrants 
or asylum seekers until other parts 
of the country take more, adding: 
“Wealthier areas have to take their 
fair share too.” 

Village festival in 
£iOk centre boost 

AROUND £10,000 has been raised by 
a music festival to help fund a new 
community centre in Hagley. 

Hagfest 2015 was held in the village 
in the summer and featured 10 local 
bands, school groups and attractions. 

Hagley Parish Council and the 
existing Hagley Community Centre 
members have formed a team who 
are responsible for the project. Pre¬ 
liminary designs have options for a 
two-storey building which would ac¬ 
commodate more groups. 

Organiser Fran Evans said: “We 
only had four months to organise the 
event, including raising sponsorship, 
getting a premises licence, sourcing 
and booking suppliers as well as or¬ 
ganizing the bands.” 

Next year’s festival is scheduled for 
July 2.

Drug addict burglar is locked up again 


A PROLIFIC burglar who was caught on CCTV 
raiding a house in Amblecote has been locked up 
for four years. 

Lea Allen was filmed using a paving stone to 
smash a window to get into the home in Trinity 
Road. 

The 38-year-old was still being recorded as he left 
the house 10 minutes later carrying £1,700 of goods 
including four laptops, an iPad and mobile phones. 

Allen, of Conops Way, Lye, admitted burglary on 
July 1 this year. 

He has a criminal record with 91 previous con¬ 
victions, including many for thefts and burglaries. 

At Wolverhampton Crown Court, Recorder 
Rashid Singh told Allen that he had not been taught 


a lesson by a four-and-a-half year jail term he re¬ 
ceived in 2007 for breaking into homes in the Stour¬ 
bridge area. 

Mr Singh concluded: “This latest burglary is seri¬ 
ous. You have not assisted in one jot to help recover 
that property. 

“You used the crudest of methods to get into the 
property and the occupants suffered a significant 
financial loss.” 

Recognised 

Miss Sally Cairns, prosecuting, said Allen was rec¬ 
ognised when police officers saw the CCTV footage. 

When officers went to arrest him he told them he 
had done it to clear a £1,500 drug debt. 


James Hall, aged 31, was the victim of Allen’s 
raid. He said: “I’m obviously pleased and happy to 
know he’s not going to be doing this to anyone else. 

“We only ever got the iPad back,but it’s not about 
the goods that were stolen, justice has been served 
and I’m happy he’s off the streets. 

Mr Simon Hanns, defending, told the court it was 
accepted that Allen had an ‘inglorious’ criminal re¬ 
cord. 

But he said that Hall had managed to keep out of 
trouble for about three years. 

Mr Hanns added: “Sadly he lapsed back into his 
drug addiction.” 


Bowls clubs shocked by 
potential massive fees 


BOWLING clubs face a staggering 
rise of up to £12,000 in the fees they 
pay to Dudley Council, under plans. 

The cash-strapped council, which needs 
to save £20 million by 2018, currently 
pays around £12,000 a year to maintain 
the greens at each of Dudley’s eight bowl¬ 
ing clubs. Clubs themselves pay only £750 
towards those costs. 

But council chiefs say they can no longer af¬ 
ford to subsidise the costs, which could leave 
clubs facing a massive bill. 

Bosses said that if clubs decide to set up a 
trust then they can apply for external funding 
to help them out. 

Dennis Joshua, from Dudley Sports Bowling 
Club in Kingswinford, said he was furious at 
the proposed move. The 79-year-old said: “We 
are elderly people who come here to socialise 
and have a go at bowling. Now its like we’re 
being told we’ve got to find £12,000 a year or 
mow the green ourselves. It is absolutely dis¬ 
gusting. We currently pay £750 a year and now 
they are increasing it to this - it’s an astronom¬ 
ical rise.” 

Struggle 

Campaigner Abdul Qadus, of Lye, said the 
potential rise in costs at Wollescote Park in 
Stourbridge was ‘disgraceful’. “Clubs are going 
to struggle to pay it and are going to face some 
seriously difficult situations,” he said. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, in charge of envi¬ 
ronmental services, said clubs need to face the 
‘truth’ over the situation. 

“Unfortunately the council will not have the 
money to support or help when it comes to ac¬ 
tivities like this,” she said. “Officers are going 
around the bowling clubs and giving them the 
truth about how subsidised they are and the 
fact that this can’t continue. 

“We will continue to support the users of 
the greens. However, these are unprecedented 
times for all councils and we have to look at dif¬ 
ferent ways of managing services in the face of 
continued reductions in funding from national 
government. 

“We are trying to give them options, for in¬ 
stance either being a in a trust or asset trans¬ 
fer, as then they could go and get funding.” 

In relation to Dudley Sports Bowling Club, 
she added: “We are trying our best to come up 
with a method to help them, but if they want to 
keep their bowling green open they must come 
up with a way.”

Public free 
to ask how 
our money 
is spent 

PEOPLE who know me will tell you I am 
seldom lost for words. But even I am 
struggling to comprehend the thinking 
of our public servants when it comes the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

Take, for example, Keith Ireland, the 
managing director of Wolverhampton 
Council. He says the questions people 
are asking under the Act are not what 
it was originally intended for, and come 
mainly from people looking to ‘make trou¬ 
ble’ for the council. 

Sorry about that old boy. And I think 
I know the type of questions he means. 
Like “how much money do councils 
spend on consultants and agency staff 
when reducing library hours?” Or “How 
many times do they use anti-terror leg¬ 
islation to snoop on people suspected of 
not picking up dog poo?” 

Of course the great and the good don’t 
want us pesky troublemakers asking 
questions like that. Much better we stick 
to nice questions, such as “why are you 
so jolly good at everything?’,” and “can 
we have a few more parking restrictions, 
please?” 

Problem is, these are not the burning 
questions on everybody’s lips, and that’s 
not quite how democracy works. The idea 
is the public asks whatever questions it 
wants to about how our money is spent, 
and the public servants duly oblige. It’s 
why they are called public servants. 

And here’s a good question, which no¬ 
body seems to have asked yet. 

“Why did it take an Act of Parliament to 
make councils answer simple questions 
from the people they are paid to serve?” 
No rush, an answer within 20 working 
days will be fine.

NOW I’ll square with you. When the 
World Health Organisation last week 
branded processed meats ‘carcinogen¬ 
ic’, and said fresh red meat ‘probably 
caused cancer’, I was worried. 

I really wished I liked lettuce, salad, and 
the occasional oily fish, but the fact is I 
really can’t bring myself to eat the stuff. 
To me, a meal is not a meal unless it has 
at least some beef, pork or lamb with it. 

And I’m pretty partial to pork scratch- 
ings as well. Yet, according to the bof¬ 
fins, eating this sort of thing daily leads 
to an 18 per cent increase in the chanc¬ 
es of getting cancer. Which makes my 
diet sound about as healthy as driving a 
Volkswagen. 

I’ve since read that the risk is not quite 
as great as it sounds.

Council finally win 
mosque land dispute

Judges have decided that 
the proposed site for a new 
mosque must be handed back,

DUDLEY Council has finally won its 
legal battle to stop plans for a new 
mosque in the town. 

But Muslim leaders have vowed not to 
give up until they had exhausted every 
avenue in getting the mosque built. 

After a decade-long controversy, Court of 
Appeal judges unanimously ruled in favour 
of the council over its bid to buy back land in 
Hall Street from Dudley Muslim Association 
(DMA). 

Plans first emerged for the mosque to be 
built at the site back in 2003 as a replacement 
for Dudley Central Mosque in Castle Hill. 

But the matter descended into a long-run¬ 
ning dispute between the council and the DMA 
after a planning application was rejected in 
2007. 

This latest ruling, which comes after a two- 
day hearing held in London, states DMA must 
transfer the Hall Street land back to the coun¬ 
cil in January. 

Reflection 

But DMA has refused to rule out another 
legal bid to salvage its plans. Officials said they 
will take a ‘period of calm reflection’ before 
considering future legal options. 

The Court of Appeal has ruled that DMA 
should also pay the council’s legal costs, which 
have not yet been realised. But the authority 
confirmed last year it had spent £213,000 at 
that stage on legal fees. 

Earlier this year, DMA offered an out-of- 
court settlement to pay the local authority 
£325,000 to finally end dispute and retain the 
land. But the council’s cabinet rejected the 
offer in August after recommendations by the 
authority’s overview and scrutiny manage¬ 
ment board following a two-day hearing. 

Dudley Council leader, Councillor Pete 
Lowe, said the authority now wanted to work 


again with DMA to find an alternative site for 
the mosque. 

“We welcome the unanimous ruling which 
made it clear that the council has always acted 
lawfully and reasonably throughout this pro¬ 
cess,” he said. 

“Our open and transparent scrutiny pro¬ 
cess, supported by all political parties, was cru¬ 
cial in enabling the cabinet to make informed 
decisions. 

“I hope we can now put this long-running 
issue behind us and move forward in the best 
interests of the town. 

“We have set out very clearly our intention 
to support DMA in finding an alternative site. 
Our door remains open and we will continue to 
offer to work with DMA.” 

The legal hearings have centred on a con¬ 
tractual dispute dating back to 2005, when the 
council transferred the land at Hall Street to 


the Muslim association. A clause in the con¬ 
tract stated that the land would transfer back 
to the council if the proposed development was 
not completed by the end of 2008. 

Lawyers for the association had fought to 
stop the council seizing the land, where the 
old Nuttell’s factory stands alongside Duncan 
Edwards Way. 

But DMA suffered a blow last year when 
the High Court blocked an appeal against an 
earlier ruling. 

In the latest hearing, lawyers claimed DMA 
was victim of an ‘abuse of power’ by the coun¬ 
cil over ‘delays’ to obtain planning permission 
before the deadline set by the council. 

DMA spokesman Amjid Raza, said: “The 
Muslim community is naturally deeply disap¬ 
pointed with the judgement of the court in not 
allowing our case to proceed to full trial. 

“All the judges who heard this case at vari¬ 


ous levels expressed sympathy with the com¬ 
munity’s predicament. 

“The community has made every effort to 
work with the council and other leaderships to 
construct a modern fit-for-purpose mosque and 
community facilities to meet the ever-growing 
and pressing religious, educational, caring and 
social needs of our disadvantaged community. 

“The land at Hall Street was acquired from 
Dudley Council after a number of site-swaps 
at the council’s request for above purposes.” 

Three far right protests have been held in 
the town this year, including by members of 
the English Defence League, in the wake of 
proposals for the mosque. Britain First and All 
Football Fans/Firms Against Islamisation also 
held demos in the town this year. 

The marches brought disruption for traders 
with roads forced to shut and a huge police 
presence being brought into the town to keep 
the peace. 

Since the plans first surfaced, more than 
80,000 people have signed a petition against 
them. 

Justice 

Former UKIP and Liberal Democrat coun¬ 
cillor Malcolm Davis, who helped organise the 
petitions, said: He said: “I think that justice 
has been done and I hope now this will be the 
end of it.” 

The Bishop of Dudley has called on the 
‘spirit of reconciliation’ to prevail over the 
long-running saga on the future of the mosque, 
as he offered to broken new talks. 

The Right Reverend Graham Usher said he 
hoped there can be a ‘long-term solution’ . 

He said: “The Court of Appeal judgement 
will inevitably bring a variety of emotions to 
people in Dudley. 

“It’s important that we move forward from 
this decision in a spirit of reconciliation and 
shared endeavour for the good of all in our 
town. 

“I am conscious that the existing Dudley 
Mosque is inadequate for the Muslim com¬ 
munity’s needs and they are in urgent need of 
new and improved facilities. 

“I stand ready to help facilitate a conversa¬ 
tion between Dudley Council and the Dudley 
Muslim Association to try to find a new vision 
that will fulfil the community’s needs.”

Clearing up myths 
over fox hunting 

AS the traditional fox hunting season gets under way, it’s 
time to clear up a few myths about foxes and fox hunting. 

It’s been 10 years since hunting with dogs for sport was 
banned. It’s a popular law among country dwellers and 
townsfolk alike, with eight out of 10 people keen for it to 
remain in place. It’s also very successful, with the highest 
number and percentage of convictions of any wildlife ani¬ 
mal welfare law in the UK and even better, has successfully 
reduced animal cruelty. 

Yet still hunt supporters will cry foul play and claim fox 
hunting is necessary for wildlife management. But a world 
expert on foxes reveals that hunting is an unnecessary ac¬ 
tivity as foxes are not the pests that hunts like to claim. 

A new report from Professor Stephen Harris from the 
University of Bristol shows that hunting does not reduce 
fox populations and killing foxes can in fact increase their 
numbers in a given area as more turn to up to compete for 
the vacant territory. He also shows that fox predation does 
not have a significant impact on farmers. In fact, farmers 
can benefit because of the number of rabbits taken by foxes.

Victim of stabbing now 
fears permanent damage

A TEENAGER stabbed in an 
unprovoked attack in Brierley 
Hill fears he has lost the feel¬ 
ing in his arm for good. 

Nineteen-year-old Jason Head was 
with his girlfriend Naomi Palmer 
on October 31 evening when he was 
slashed with a knife, leaving a deep 
gash that needed 20 stitches. 

Essex resident Mr Head was visit¬ 
ing Miss Palmer and the pair went out 
with three friends for a few drinks on 
Halloween around 9pm. 

But they changed their minds after 
being on the subject aggravation out¬ 
side the Bull’s Head pub and headed 


back towards Miss Palmer’s home, 
when the attack occurred in Brettell 
Lane. 

Mr Head said a group of thugs ‘went 
for him three or four times’ before 
slashing him with the knife. 

Builder Mr Head said the attackers 
laughed at him after he was wounded. 

“It’s just unbelievable,” he said. “A 
couple of guys started on me for no 
reason. I spoke to them, they grabbed 
me then pushed me so we left. Then as 
we were walking back home a group 
of guys came towards us and the next 
thing I knew I’d been stabbed and they 
ran off.Apparently I passed out but I 
don’t remember.” 


Fortunately an ambulance was pass¬ 
ing and Mr Head was taken to Russells 
Hall Hospital where he had the three 
inche wide and four inch long wound 
was stitched. 

Days later Mr Head was still in pain 
does not know if the injury will have a 
lasting effect. “It feels like a constant 
bee sting on my arm,” he said. “It’s re¬ 
ally sore and I can’t move my arm. I 
might have lost the feeling in my arm 
for good.” 

Police said an 18-year-old local man 
was arrested and bailed pending fur¬ 
ther enquiries. Anyone with informa¬ 
tion should call 101 or Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555111.

Oscar winner plans

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More than 
a quarter 
below the 
living wage 


MORE than a quarter of workers in the Black 
Country and Staffordshire earn below the liv¬ 
ing wage, new figures show, with the figure 
rising close to 30 per cent in some areas. 

The voluntary living wage, as promoted by the 
Living Wage Foundation campaign group, has in¬ 
creased by 40p per hour to £8.25 per hour. 

More than 2,000 accredited employers have agreed to pay 


it, including Lloyds Banking 
Group, Barclays, Unilever 
and Richer Sounds. The 
figure is higher than the 
current national minimum 
wage of £6.70 per hour, and 
the Government’s pending 
National Living Wage for 
those aged 25 and over of 
£7.20 per hour, from April. 

Although the increase 
means a pay rise for staff 
working at employers signed 
up to the living wage, across 
the Black Country and Staf¬ 
fordshire 167,000 workers 
earn less than the old rate 
of £7.85 per hour. 

Figures from the Office 
for National Statistics show 
that in South Staffordshire 
almost one in three jobs pay 
less than the rate. 

Walsall has 25,000 em¬ 
ployees earning less than 
the old rate (28.1 per cent) 
while in Dudley the same 
can be said of 28,000 staff 
(26.6 per cent). In Wol¬ 
verhampton, a quarter of 
employees earn less than 
£7.85 per hour, represent¬ 
ing 23,000 jobs. In Sandwell, 
36,000 workers pick up less 
than £7.85 an hour, equat¬ 
ing to 29.5 per cent per cent 
of the workforce. 

Ravi Subramanian, Re¬ 
gional Secretary for Unison 
in the West Midlands, said:

“There has been an increase 
in the number of employers 
who are paying the living 
wage and this has to be wel¬ 
comed. It will make a signif¬ 
icant difference to hundreds 
of people’s lives. 

“What we now need to see 
is more employers signing 
up to the voluntary living 
wage rather than paying the 
fake living wage that George 
Osborne has announced.” 

Injustice 

Commenting on the in¬ 
creased rate of £8.25 per 
hour, Sarah Vero, director 
at the Living Wage Founda¬ 
tion said: “We are celebrat¬ 
ing those 2,000 responsible 
businesses that are volun¬ 
tarily paying the living wage 
to their staff. 

“These employers are not 
waiting for Government to 
tell them what to do. Their 
actions are helping to end 
the injustice that is in-work 
poverty in the UK now.” 

As with the government’s 
minimum wage, employers 
have six months to bring in 
the new pay level. The living 
wage is an informal bench¬ 
mark, and is not a legally 
enforceable minimum.

Council £6.5m agency staff bill 
leads to poor planning claim 


Course to help 
older motorists 

OLDER drivers in Dudley can put them¬ 
selves on the road to success with a free 
safety course next month.

CASH-STRAPPED Dudley Council 
spent £6.5 million on agency staff 
last year, it has been revealed. 

It comes as the authority is proposing to 
shut the town’s museum and art gallery 
and axe up to 275 jobs in order to save 
£20m. 

Bosses insisted the appointment of temporary 
staff was necessary to ensure roles were not left 
vacant. 

UKIP councillor Bill Etheridge said: “The 
fact that Dudley Council is spending millions 


on temporary and agency staff, when it has 
announced plans to close the museum and art 
gallery, shows poor planning and recruitment 
policies on their part.” 

The authority has come under fire after re¬ 
vealing drastic cuts for the next three years 
which will see the museum and art gallery on 
Priory Street close and opening hours reduced 
at libraries and the Red House Glass Cone in 
Wordsley. 

UKIP councillor Paul Brothwood told the 
council’s cabinet: “Most of the cuts seems to be 
to frontline services, which is surprising to see 


when the council has spent nearly £7 million on 
agency staff. We should be focusing on cuts to 
agency staff as opposed to frontline services.” 

Expenditure on agency staff in 2014/15 fell 
slightly from £6.6m the previous year. 

Deputy leader Judy Foster said: “There are a 
number of practical business reasons why Dud¬ 
ley Council employs agency and interim staff. 

“Reasons include that key positions and stat¬ 
utory posts cannot remain vacant as they would 
put the authority in breach of its statutory re¬ 
sponsibilities and deprive Dudley residents of 
the important services they need.”

A LOWER Gornal man who spent 35 
years with the Express & Star in produc¬ 
tion has died at the age of 75. 

Dudley-born Gordon Bray, of Brick Kiln 
Lane, joined the Dudley Herald straight 
from school and did his apprenticeship 
with the newspaper. He moved to the Ex¬ 
press & Star in 1965 and worked in the 
composing room at the daily newspaper’s 
Queen Street head office in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton for most of his career. 

He also worked at the company’s re¬ 
gional centre in Narrowboat Way, Brier- 
ley Hill. 

Mr Bray, who took early retirement in 
May 2000, died at Russells Hall Hospital, 
Dudley, on October 22. He is survived by 
his wife Pauline and their son Neil.

A MAN had to be cut free after a car 
crashed and was left hanging in a 
tree in the Black Country.

rest in a tree on the other side of a 
wall. 

“The two passengers, both men 
believed to be in their 20s to 30s, had 
got out of the car and had suffered 
relatively minor injuries. 

“One had a facial injury which 
required some dressings on scene 
before both were taken to Russells 
Hall Hospital. 

“The driver, a man in his 30s, was 
trapped in the wreckage.” 

The accident happened at around 
12.40am on Saturday and it was at¬ 
tended by two fire crews, from Brier- 
ley Hill and from Haden Cross.

Flooding 
warnings 
from new 
cameras 


NEW flood warning cameras are being in¬ 
stalled at flooding blackspots near homes 
across the Black Country. 

Campaigners living in Halesowen were among 
those to suffer problems after Illey Brook flooded 
sending water into 46 homes. 

A camera was installed to monitor the brook and now a 
wider scheme has been launched to alert residents to po¬ 


tential flooding through the 
Black Country. 

Now flood warning cam¬ 
eras have been installed in 
other sites including King- 
swinford, Darlaston and 
Willenhall. 

The camera system, 
which is solar powered, will 
monitor seven watercourses 
to help ensure people are 
alerted if their properties 
are at risk of flooding. 

Gushed 

People signed up to the 
Environment Agency’s flood 
warning service will receive 
an automated call once 
water rises. 

They can also follow the 
camera via Twitter to re¬ 
ceive alerts and photos 
when the water levels rise 
significantly.

“The cameras in place 
are incredibly useful as they 
will save a lot of time, effort 
and prevent people being 
obliged to check for floods, 
potentially on a daily basis,” 
he said.

They give you early warning 
and are a fantastic source of 
flood prevention.” 


Older mothers put 
units under pressure 

RECORD numbers of births to older mothers are putting 
maternity units under pressure with the NHS short of 
around 2,600 midwives. 

The number of babies born in England and Wales to 
women in their thirties and forties was up 6,859 in 2014. 
And that figure is on the rise in the West Midlands too, 
raising fears that hospitals that are already under pressure 
will struggle to cope. 

In Sandwell the number rose by four per cent, compared 
to three per cent in Dudley and Wolverhampton, two per 
cent in Walsall and three per cent in Staffordshire. 

Nationally, births to women in their early thirties (30- 
34) have been above 200,000 in each year since 2010 — a 
level not seen since at least the 1930s. 

In every year since 2006, more than 110,000 babies have 
been born to women in their late thirties (35-39). This is 
a level of births not seen since just after the Second World 
War, and four times the level of the late 1970s. 

College 

For women in their 40s, births have been above 29,000 
for four years in a row. These are again numbers not seen 
since the years after the Second World War. 

With 661,496 babies born in England last year, almost 
100,000 higher than in 2001, the Royal College of Midwives 
(RCM) said the NHS is short of around 2,600 midwives, 
made worse by the ageing of the midwifery workforce. 

The number of midwives in England aged 50 or over has 
doubled from 4,057 in 2001 to 8,169 in 2014. 

Last year is believed to be the first year on record when 
the NHS employed more than 1,000 midwives in their 60s. 

The number aged 65 or over rose from just eight in 2001 
to 177 last year, the RCM said.

Couple celebrate 65 
years with love song 



Still in tune — music-loving Black Country couple Jack 
and Mary Hingley met in 1948 and married two years later 


IT is one of the most notorious 
stretches in the Black Country, 
a road that has seen many acci¬ 
dents and tragedies. 

In many cases speed may have 
played a part 

Following a Freedom of Information 
request, we can reveal that over the past 
three years, reckless speeders have hit 
97mph, 80mph and 79mph on the 40mph 
road. 

The top speed recorded was lOOmph, 
which a driver hit between the A463 junc¬ 
tion at Coseley and Vicarage Road West, 
Tipton, last year. 

Birmingham New Road stretches from 
the edge of Wolverhampton city centre to 
near the Birchley Island in Oldbury where 
it becomes the Wolverhampton Road. 

The new figures have been revealed at 
a time when campaigners are calling for 
new traffic lights at the junction leading 
to Woodcroft Avenue on the border of 
Tipton and Dudley. Some 600 people have

signed a petition in support of the safety 
measures. 

Councillor Ken Finch, who represents 
the Castle and Priory ward in Dudley, 
believes working speed cameras need to 
be brought back to the road to make driv¬ 
ers slow down. He also wants more police 
checks. 


Accident 


“There have been concerns over that 
road for years and until someone comes 
up with something better, speed cameras 
have to be in place because they do make 
people think,” he said. 

“I would also like to see more police 
checks rather than just random checks. 
There are a lot of naughty people about 
now, going above the speed limit and 
using their mobile phones and this just 
increases the chance of an accident. 

“Anyone doing that sort of speed de¬ 


serves to have their licence taken off them 
and sent down. If they have an accident it 
is often not the one breaking the law who 
is hurt, that end up in hospital or worse.” 

In 2013, a driver was also recorded trav¬ 
elling at 97mph, again between the A463 
Vicarage Road West. Another motorists 
was seen doing 80mph between the Burnt 
Tree junction and Tipton Road, while a 
year later a car was clocked travelling at 
79mph at the same location. 

The fastest speed recorded this year up 
to the end of September was 74mph, again 
between the Burnt Tree junction and Tip- 
ton Road. 

AA spokesman Luke Bosdet said work¬ 
ing speed cameras may be the only way to 
make drivers slow down. He said: “With 
that sort of road they may have to resort 
to speed cameras. They may annoy many 
people who regard themselves as law-abid¬ 
ing and make an occasional mistake but 
where there is such an obvious danger 
people must understand there is a reason 
to take more drastic measures.”

IN the summer of 1947, the Great 
Western Railway Castle Class lo¬ 
comotive Defiant hauled a pas¬ 
senger train from Tettenhall Sta¬ 
tion, crossing the Staffordshire 
and Worcestershire Canal on the 
Warren Truss girder bridge. 

Always known locally as the Mecca¬ 
no Bridge, it was only 400 yards be¬ 
yond the station, with private, work¬ 
ing narrowboats hauling loads on the 
waterway beneath. 

This really was heading towards the end 
of an era, because on January 1, 1948 the 
railways and the waterways were national¬ 
ised. 

It was the end of an era in another 
sense, as the very last flights of any Defi¬ 
ant aircraft, after which the locomotive was 
named, were made at this time from Pen- 
deford airfield, only half a mile away, where 
Boulton Paul still used one of two for devel¬ 
opment work. 


MEMORY LANE

The Tettenhall Transport Heritage Cen¬ 
tre - based near the canal at the Smestow 
Valley local nature reserve - discovered that 
a marvellous painting depicting the historic 
scene, painted by local artist, Barry Free¬ 
man had been made into a 1000 piece jigsaw 
puzzle. 

Immediately they secured a stock for sale 
in their shop, ready for Christmas, and to 
publicise it’s existence to locals who know 
the Meccano bridge so well. The Meccano 
Bridge now carries the Smestow Valley foot/ 
cycle path across the canal. 

It was built a hundred years ago to carry 
what was built as the Wolverhampton to 
Bridgnorth Railway, though the branch 
from Wombourne to Bridgnorth was never 
actually completed. 

The next bridge over the canal to the East 
was built, along with the canal, in 1772, to 


carry the London to Holyhead Road, and 
alongside that, as at most canal/road junc¬ 
tions in the town, there was a coal yard, on 
the site of the current MS Centre. 

Right next to the 1772 bridge is the New 
Bridge, carrying Thomas Telford’s road 
below The Rock. 

However the bridge carrying the road 
now, is not Telford’s bridge, which gave the 
area its name, because that was knocked 
down in 1930, along with the Newbridge 
pub which was built on the end of it, and 
was replaced with the bridge we have 
today, a new Newbridge pub being built 
over the road. 

A little nearer the Rock yet another 
bridge carries the Tettenhall road over 
the old railway line as well, and yet such is 
the design of the main road, many people 
driving along it each day would struggle to 
realise what a cluster of bridges there are. 

The Heritage Centre, at Tettenhall Sta¬ 
tion is open every Sunday, and makes a 
perfect place to explore these local history 
gems.

Usdaw’s efforts to get more respect for store 
staff as part of the Freedom From Fear 
Campaign. This aims to prevent violence, 
threats and abuse directed at retail staff. 

The union has campaigned for the in¬ 
troduction of a specific offence relating to 
assault on people whose work brings them 
into face-to-face contact with the public. 

Labour MP Mr Austin said: “Too often re¬ 
tail employees are confronted with violence, 
threats and abuse and it is really important 
we stand together and ask people to respect 
shop workers. I will continue to campaign 
with Usdaw to provide shop workers the 
support they need and deserve.”

Foreign residents 
double in a decade 

THE number of foreign people living in parts of the Black 
Country has almost doubled in the last 10 years. 

In 2004 some 94.02 per cent of residents in the Black 
Country and Staffordshire were UK-born but that figure 
dropped to 89.18 per cent in 2014. Of the 1.58 million peo¬ 
ple living in the region in 2014, 168,000 were not originally 
from the UK. 

Sandwell had the highest percentage of foreign residents 
with 19.75 per cent, or 61,000 - up by 6.54 per cent, or 
18,000, on 2004. And 45,000 were not from the EU. In Wol¬ 
verhampton, 81.6 per cent of residents who were born in 
the UK was down from 82.77 per cent the year before and 
88.04 in 2004. In Dudley the number fell from 97.02 per 
cent in 2004 to 95.19 per cent, while in Walsall it went from 
93.63 to 89.38. In the West Midlands, the biggest number 
of non-UK born residents came from India, with 102,000, 
then Pakistan with 82,000 and Poland third with 75,000.

Row over 
goggles ban 
for school 
swimmers 

A PRIMARY school has banned pupils from 
wearing goggles in swimming lessons be¬ 
cause it says they don’t prepare youngsters 
for ‘emergency water situations’. 

Christ Church School in Coseley refuses to allow 
youngsters to wear goggles unless they are worn for 
medical reasons. 

The move has been slammed as ‘ridiculous’ by parents 
and branded ‘a load of 
b******t’ by a councillor. 

Parents who want their 
children to wear goggles 
have to produce a doctor’s 
note. The school has de¬ 
fended its policy, claiming it 
is following national guide¬ 
lines. 

The school runs lessons 
for pupils at Tipton Leisure 
Centre. 

Lisa Fellows said she has 
stopped her eight-year-old 
son Klay from participating 
in lessons as a result of the 
ruling. 

“If he doesn’t wear gog¬ 
gles his eyes become red 
and start to water,” said 
Mrs Fellows, aged 42, from 
Coseley. 

“He loves swimming and 
it has broken his heart that 
the school won’t let him in 
the pool if he wears them. 

The excuse they are giving 
is ridiculous. It’s as if they 
are saying children can’t 
swim properly if they have 
got goggles on.” 

Olympic 

Councillor Star Ander- 
ton, who represents Cose¬ 
ley East for UKIP, said: “If 
goggles are good enough for 
our Olympic swimmers then 
why should our children not 
be allowed to wear them? 

“I can’t for the life of me 
think why the school would 
make this decision. They are 
supposed to be teaching chil¬ 
dren how to swim not push¬ 
ing them away by bringing 
in nonsensical rules. 

“It’s a load of b******t. 

Parents will understandably 
be furious.” 

Dudley Council spokes¬ 
man Chris Howes said the 
authority allowed individual 
schools to make decisions 
over eyewear during swim¬ 
ming lessons.

Sarah Riley, headteacher 
at the Outstanding-rated 
school in Church Road, said: 
“Swimming is a big part of 
our curriculum and a life 
skill we take very seriously. 

“National guidelines dis¬ 
courage children from wear¬ 
ing goggles to prepare them 
for emergency water situa¬ 
tions, something we support 
in school. 

“But we have no intention 
of banning any child from 
wearing goggles if there is a 
reason to wear them, and we 
do have some children who 
wear goggles in swimming 
lessons. 

“A recent letter to par¬ 
ents said very clearly that 
any parents who wanted to 
discuss this matter should 
come and see me. My door 
is always open to parents on 
any school issues to make 
sure they have the right in¬ 
formation.”

Dazzling lights to be unveiled 


ACTOR Kascion Franklin, who 
starred in Lenny Henry’s hit BBC 
show Danny and the Human Zoo, 
will switch on Dudley’s Christ¬ 
mas lights next month.

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, cabinet 
member for planning and regeneration, 
said: “The new lighting system in Dudley will 
be a feature aspect of the market place re¬ 
generation, helping to provide the setting for 
a vibrant shopping area. 

“It will enable us to project different imag¬ 
es on various themes, such as Christmas, 
onto the central entertainment area to create 
an atmospheric light show.” 

Dudley’s Mayor, Councillor Steve Waltho 
and Mayoress Jayne Waltho, will also be at¬ 
tending for the official switch-on. 

The £6.7 million regeneration of Dud¬ 
ley town centre includes a newly designed 
market, new paving, the restoration of many 
historic features and buildings as well as the 
feature lighting. 


This work has been funded by the Euro¬ 
pean Regional Development Fund, Dudley 
Council and the Fleritage Lottery Fund and 
is due to complete later this year.

Historic fountain 
is back in action

The 150-year-old fountain in Dudley’s town centre mar¬ 
ket place has been switched on again this month just in 
time for Christmas after being out of action for decades. 

The centrepiece sculpture has been lovingly restored 
and brought back to its former glory as part of the £6.7 
million market place regeneration. 

To enhance the 19th century monument, a poem writ¬ 
ten by Black Country poet John Edgar has been inlaid 
into the ground around the fountain, which also features 
special lighting. 

Originally a trio of three, the now keeper Mrs Iris Reed 
give talks to local groups and schools about the impor¬ 
tance of preserving the area’s past. 

This work has been funded by the European Region¬ 
al Development Fund, Dudley Council and the Heritage 
Lottery Fund and is due to complete later this year.

Poetic tribute unveiled 


A tribute to Dudley poet Ben 
Boucher, unveiled today as 
part of the town centre regen¬ 
eration, could end up becom¬ 
ing a ‘selfie’ attraction. 

Two stone seats have now been in¬ 
stalled at the end of the new market 
place next to the fountain - one of 
which features a life-sized statue of the 
poet. 

Boucher has been cast in bronze 
sitting and pointing to verses from his 
humorous poem, “Lines on Dudley 
Market” which have been inscribed into 
the seats. 

Fights 

A coal miner by trade, he frequented 
the pubs of Dudley reciting and selling 
his poetry which covered topics from 
hangings to animal fights. He died 
when he was 82, a ripe age for some¬ 
one of that era, but sadly, it was whilst 
living in a workhouse. 

Borough artist Steve Field designed 
the tribute using Black Country resi¬ 
dent David Purser wearing Victorian 
clothes for his drawings and the initial 
3D clay model. 

The seats and statue are part of the 
£6.7 million regeneration of the town 
centre, funded by the European Re¬ 
gional Development Fund and Dudley 
Council. 

One of the Boucher seats incorpo¬ 
rates a bronze cast statue of the poet 
who lived from 1769 to 1851. The stat¬ 
ue has been produced by sculptor 
John McKenna whose previous work 
includes the Wimbledon tennis cham¬ 
pion Dorothy Round Little statue in Pri¬ 
ory Park. The seats are in front of the 
fountain, which is currently undergoing 
restoration. They are made of the same

Portland Stone. Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed, cabinet member for planning 
and economic development, said: 
“This tribute to one of our colourful 
characters will be a feature of the town 
centre and I’m sure will attract people 
to take photographs next to the seated 
statue. 

“Having the wording inscribed into 
the seats means that shoppers can 
read about the different sorts of items 


sold in the market in 1827, such as 
porridge pots, partridges and plum 
pudding. 

“The space around the fountain will 
be used for public events and the seats 
can be used for people to sit and enjoy 
the activities taking place.” 

The regeneration of the town in¬ 
cludes the relocated Duncan Edwards 
and restoration of the Earl of Dudley 
statue.

Millennium Dome diamond heist and the Glasgow airport 
terrorist attack, Crime Scene Uncovered reveals the human stories behind the actions, and gives an insight into 
how such crimes were solved along with the advances in detection and criminal justice. 

Among the many items on display, highlights include: memoirs of Donald Swanson, the senior officer on the Jack 
the Ripper investigation in the late 1800’s; masks used by the Stratton brothers, the first criminals to be convict¬ 
ed based on fingerprint evidence; personal possessions 
of Ronnie Biggs, the Kray twins and other criminals, plus 
early counterfeiting and forgery implements. 


A visit is also included to the Household Cavalry 
Museum, located in Horse Guards, one of the city’s 
most historic buildings. This offers a behind the scenes 
look at the work that goes into the ceremonial and 
armoured reconaissance role of HM The Queen’s 
mounted bodyguard.

DARA O’Briain may have become a household name through 
Mock The Week, The Apprentice: You’re Fired! and Star Gaz¬ 
ing Live, but there’s nothing he loves more than being in 
theatres to perform stand-up. 

“The other day, I sat in an empty theatre thinking, ‘I just 
love these rooms’. I’m on the board of the Theatres Trust to 
protect these wonderful buildings. I adore these places. It still 
gives me such a thrill to walk on stage. When you arrive at 
an empty theatre, the potential is immense. When the show 
starts and you hear those waves of laughter in the audito¬ 
rium, it’s a huge rush.” 

Though his show has toured the UK, when it reaches Bir¬ 
mingham, anything could happen: “I love the fact that you 
can shape the entire evening by thinking on your feet. It’s 
like walking a tightrope. ” 

A former maths and physics student at Dublin’s prestigious 
Trinity University, Dara mixes comedy with science. He in¬ 
terviewed Professor Stephen Hawking this year. “His biggest 
regret was not being able to physically play with his children 
when they were little. I was happy that he was prepared to 
be that honest with me.

Father-daughter time is out of 
this world in super sci-fi hotel 


A FAMILY holiday by the sea - a 
typical British summer pastime. 
But a mini break with dad when 
you’re in your late 40s and he’s 
late 60s? 

My father and I can argue until blue in 
the face - but a love of sunshine, good food, 
a bit of architecture, and quite a lot of alco¬ 
hol, I’ve sort of inherited from him. 

Barcelona it is then. Dad declares it one 
of his favourite cities and has been there 
many times. 

We’re staying at Barcelo Sants - a glass 
box of a hotel, a 20 minute train hop from 
the city’s El Prat airport. The huge hotel 
is perched on top of the city’s main rail¬ 
way station in the Sants district, a couple 
of miles from the historic centre, but sur¬ 
rounded by an abundance of shops and 
tavernas. The entrance to the recently-re-

furbished Barcelo Sants is out of this world. 
Welcome aboard the ‘space hotel’ with its 
curved automatic glass doors, a circular 
internet hub, and giant images from sci-fi 
films high up beyond a wide staircase and 
gravity-defying mezzanine floor to the Or¬ 
bital rooms and suites. 

Our lovely twin room on the seventh floor 
overlooks the bustling district below. The 
restaurant too has a science theme, divided 
into three areas, the Oxygen buffet, the 
a-la-carte Hydrogen and chilled-out Nitro¬ 
gen cafe. 

Dad and I have booked three nights in 
sci-fi splendour, but head out into the warm 
July evening, exploring Sants. We chance 
upon the best paella we’ve ever tasted and 
guzzle sangria, before heading back to the 
hotel’s Orbital bar, followed by some seri¬ 


ous cyber sleep. Our two full days in heat- 
wave-hit Barcelona consist of exploring the 
sights, both on foot and on the fantastic 
Barcelona Bus Turistic. These sightseeing 
buses cover three routes, including the 
city’s architecture-packed centre, taking 
in Antoni Gaudi’s organic-style modernism 
masterpieces including Casa Mila and the 
still-unfinished Sagrada Familia. 

One bus takes us on a route unfamiliar 
even to dad. It’s a delightful ascent along 
cool winding streets to the Sants Montjuic 
district where stops along the way give 
panoramic views of the city below, includ¬ 
ing its centrepiece - the famous tree-lined 
La Rambla, and the imposing mountains 
beyond. Parts of Sants Montjuic were cre¬ 
ated for the city’s hosting of the Olympics 
in 1992. The stadiums, tracks and pools are 
still in use, guarded over by a sinuous futur¬ 
istic 136m telecommunications tower. The 


bus continues on down to the port where 
the blue Med glistens and pristine cruise 
ships wait in the harbour. 

Dad and I have booked a little boat trip 
to escape the searing heat. The sightseeing 
bus stops near the small harbour of Port 
Olimpic where we meet David, our skip¬ 
per for a couple of hours. Our vessel is a 
simple sailboat which holds no more than 
six people and the three of us have it all to 
ourselves. We head out to sea for about half 
a mile while David gives us a potted history 
of the city and of himself. 

I get to swim, and dad gets to be captain 
before David serves up olives and Cava in 
between steering us back to port. 

We crammed quite a lot into two days. 
We didn’t get to visit all that Barcelona is 
famous for, but our galactic hotel, mini off¬ 
shore adventure and that father-daughter 
time made sure it was truly memorable.

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Stability a key to success

Three wheels on my wagon . . . and I’m roll¬ 
ing along quite happily, thank you. 

Piaggio’s MP3, a range of three-wheeled scooters 
with 300 or 500cc four-stroke engines, attracts many 
a curious glance because it is an unusual sight on 
our roads. 

Perhaps that’s because we’re not so scooter-orientated 
here as our cousins on the continent, where they make up 
quite a proportion of city traffic.In fact, it’s Europe’s biggest 
seller. 

Why? Well for a start it can be ridden on a standard car 
licence, because it falls in the same class as a Reliant Rob¬ 
in, and for those coming from the world of four wheelers 
it’s rather less daunting that an ordinary, 13in wheel two¬ 
wheeled scooter because of its inherent stability. 

It’s also cheap enough to run (80mpg plus and £38 a 
year VED) and, crucially, it’s narrow enough to filter through 
traffic jams like a conventional bike, unlike some of the 
more familiar trikes with two wheels at the rear. 

Then there’s that very clever tilting front end developed 
by Piaggio which has a number of dynamic advantages. 

The MP3 feels more stable over bumpy roads than a two¬ 
wheeled scooter, and corners like a conventional bike - ca¬ 
pable of some pretty extreme lean angles limited mainly by 
the risk of grounding the centre stand’s foot lever. 

It looks strange if you’re watching someone else tackling 
a bend, but perfectly natural if you’re in the saddle. 

Meanwhile the steering/suspension system ensures 
both front wheels stay in contact with the road. That, by its 
nature, means additional grip which also comes into play 
when you’re braking, and the MP3 has discs on all three 
wheels so braking is sure and stable. 

Just as the MP3 was the first three-wheeled scooter, 
these new models are the first to come with anti-lock brakes 
and traction control which prevent the single, powered rear 
wheel from slipping in the wet. The new disc brakes are 
bigger, too, for a little extra stopping power. 

The 300 has a conventional ‘twist and go’ transmission 


with centrifugal clutch and continuously variable transmis¬ 
sion which does dampen its acceleration performance a lit¬ 
tle but makes urban riding effortless. But on the open road 
it will reach 70mph in short order and sit there quite happily 
on a dual carriageway. 

The four-stroke engine turns out 23.1 bhp and 24.3Nm of 
torque and is liquid cooled: the machine itself is so quiet 
you can hear the hum of the cooling fan if you’re stuck in 
slow traffic. 

The extra stability provided by the third wheel was, for 
me, particularly welcome at slow speeds around town 
which is where this MP3 is expected to spend much of its 
life. Clue - its called the ‘Yourban’. 

Balanced 

The twin suspension can be locked into the upright po¬ 
sition by means of a switch on the right handlebar. This 
means the MP3 can be parked without using the centre 
stand, and it has a handbrake too. I did use the stand, 
though (I always prefer the belt and braces approach) es¬ 
pecially as the machine is surprising well balanced so only 
requires a little foot pressure on the stand lever. 

Some riders use the same system at traffic lights and 
junctions so they don’t have to put a foot down (the lock 
is automatically released as you open the throttle to move 
off). However the subconscious side of my brain which is 
conditioned to riding two-wheelers proved difficult to over¬ 
come on relatively short acquaintance with the MP3. 

Regular scooter riders will appreciate the weather pro¬ 
tection afforded by the tall front shield, and on top of that 
there’s a new height-adjustable windshield. 

The seat is sumptuous and beautifully shaped for com¬ 
fort for both the rider and pillion passenger. Underneath, 
there’s a 50 litre ‘boot’ capable of taking two full-face hel¬ 
mets, and it’s even equipped with a light and 12-volt power 
socket. One of the optional extras is a dedicated multime¬ 
dia system which allows you to link a smartphone to the 
Piaggio’s electronics, to provide comprehensive trip infor¬ 
mation as well as a satnav system. 

The MP3 also has a pull-out bag hook, plus a draw with 
USB connection designed for keeping your phone charged, 

There are two versions of the Yourban, the ‘Business’ and 


the test bike, the ‘Sport’ which appeared well put together 
and trimmed with chrome and high gloss black plastic. 

Bigger five-spoke alloy wheels (up from 12 to 13in) and 
LED daytime running lights are part of the complete cos¬ 
metic redesign for the new models, as are the new han¬ 
dlebars and the full set of modern electronic instruments: 
speedo, rev counter, clock and trip computer and, usefully, 
an ice alarm. 

Also new are the anti-impact pads in front of the rider’s 
knees, plus a parcel holder and grab handles for the pillion 
rider at the rear, 

At £6,134 for the 300cc Yourban, the MP3 isn’t cheap 
compared to some rival commuter transport such as, for 
example, a 250cc bike or more conventional maxi scooter. 


But, when it invented those clever forks and suspension 
of the tilting front end, Piaggio created a whole new market 
sector. These new models go further along that road, with 
the addition of disc brakes, traction control and ABS, plus 
decent luggage capacity and comprehensive instruments. 

I’m not sure about experienced bikers, but the highest 
card in its winning hand is its confidence-inspiring extra 
stability and ease of use over conventional rivals. This has 
clearly proved to be the deciding factor for the 150,000 
Europeans - the majority probably car drivers - who have 
switched to a cheaper, quicker form of commuter transport. 

It’s as different to a conventional bike as it is to a car, but 
for non-riders contemplating buying one I’d advise a few 
hours passing your CBT would be well spent.

Take a 
shine to 
special 
Mazda2

Mazda is hoping buyers who want to stand 
out from the crowd will take a shine to a new 
special edition of its supermini. 

The £15,395 Mazda2 Sport Black is based on the 
standard 1.5-litre petrol version of the car, but with 
special paintwork and trim, plus a range of options for 
further personalisation. 

Based on the top specification SE-L Nav version, the new 
models get stand-out front and side skirts, plus a roof spoil¬ 
er in ‘brilliant black’ to contrast with the ‘soul red’ metallic or 
‘snowflake white’ pearlescent paint schemes. 

The Sport Black gets a chromed exhaust tailpipe trim, 
gunmetal alloy wheels, rear privacy glass, rear parking sen¬ 
sors and automatic headlights and wipers. 

There are also optional decal graphics and contrasting 
door mirror colours. 

The special edition is designed to broaden the appeal of 
the Mazda2, which has already won a number of awards - 
including ‘car of the year’ in the influential Car Dealer Power 
awards. 

There are 11 petrol and four diesel variants in the range at 
prices from £11,995 to £17,995. 

The new Mazda2 was launched earlier this year to critical 
acclaim, because of its equipment, space and driving char¬ 
acteristics. 


Interior 

It is longer than its predecessor, but with shorter over¬ 
hangs which allowed the engineers to make a significant 
increase in interior space. 

The Sport Black’s 1.5-litre engine turns out 90PS of pow¬ 
er, which (on official figures) is capable of averaging almost 
63mpg and a low, tax-busting 105g/km of C02 emissions. 
It’s 0 to 62mph sprint time is a nifty 9.8 seconds. 

It’s the middle of the three petrol versions in power 
terms, as well as near the middle of the range in price terms, 
so an obvious candidate for the sporty styling aimed at 
adding buyer appeal and, perhaps, broadening the custom¬ 
er base. 

If the performance and economy figures are an impres¬ 
sive combination, it’s down to Mazda’s SKYACTIV technolo¬ 
gy now used in all its vehicles. It consists of new and more 
efficient engines combined with significant weight-saving, 
including the use of stronger yet lighter materials in the body 
and chassis. 

Secondary effects are lower noise levels and sharper han¬ 
dling. Combined with revised power steering it makes the 
Mazda2 a fun, confidence-inspired car that’s also quiet and 
refined. 

The new car has significantly more headroom, with extra 
shoulder room for the driver and front passenger, too. 

The cabin is trimmed with higher quality materials, with a 
new seven-inch touch screen dominating the centre of the 
dash for audio, communications and satnav functions. 

The boot, too has grown: now 280 litres which can be in¬ 
creased to an impressive 950 litres if the split/fold rear seats 
are folded down 

Apart from the Sport Black styling extras, the car 
comes with a high level of equipment including fog lights, 
privacy glass, automatic headlamps and wipers, rear park¬ 
ing sensors, a multimedia system including CD stereo with 
integrated Bluetooth, navigation system, smart city brake 
and lane departure warning, as well as the standard safety 
package including multiple airbags and stability control.

It’s not all that long ago that marques such as 
Kia were seen as the cheap and not always 
necessarily cheerful option - well at least in 
the likes of my generation! 

Now nothing could be further from the truth. Kia 
produces well-built, stylish, reasonably priced ve¬ 
hicles that have one of the best warranty systems 
around. 

Things started to change for the company in the late 1990s 
and began in earnest in 2006 with a design-led revolution 
following the appointment of Peter Schreyer as chief design 
officer. That was the start of Phase I of Kia’s move away from 
being primarily focused on value. And now we are in Phase 
II which is seeing Kia match and surpass not only customer 
expectations but also the world’s best car marques for engi¬ 
neering, technology, refinement and quality. 

One car that has gone through these changes is the Kia 
Sorento which first appeared in 2002 as the brand’s first full- 
size SUV. Now in its third generation, the 4x4 is bigger and 
better than ever before - as I found out in a week-long road 
test in which I really put it through its paces. 

The entry level at £28,795 comes loaded with standard 
kit although there’s only one engine to choose from, and all 
cars come with standard four-wheel drive with manual and 
automatic gearboxes options. 

The 2.2-litre version of Kia’s R-family turbodiesel engine, 
which meets EU6 emissions requirements, has plenty of pull 
with 197bhp and can get from 0 to 60mph in nine seconds 
with a top speed possible of 124mph. On motorway driving 
it cruises very comfortably at 70mph with the reassurance 
of being aware it has that bit of ‘extra’ if you need to get 
out of any trouble. And although it’s a far-sized car, it copes 
well with winding rural and pot-holed covered roads. By the 
way, those are the conditions of the majority of my 25-mile 
commute to the office each day. 

Anticipates 

Sorento features the Dynamax all-wheel-drive system first 
seen in Kia’s Sportage. This is an intelligent, electronically 
controlled all-wheel-drive system which continuously mon¬ 
itors driving conditions and anticipates when all-wheel drive 
will be needed, rather than simply reacting to changing con¬ 
ditions. Normally it delivers 100 per cent of engine torque to 
the front wheels, but the torque can be redistributed up to 
a maximum of 60:40 front-to-rear to enhance cornering sta¬ 
bility or if road conditions deteriorate. For off-road driving, 
owners can manually select lock mode, which gives a 50:50 
torque split at speeds of up to 25mph. In the Sorento it is 
paired with Advanced Traction Cornering Control (ATCC). 

There are four trim levels, badged KX-1, KX-2, KX-3 and 
KX-4. Depending on model, buyers have the choice of six- 
speed manual or automatic transmission. 

All four trim grades have seven seats, now with a 40:20:40 
split in the middle row and a 50:50 split in the rear. The third 
row of seats fold flush into the boot floor, while the second 
row also folds flat by pulling a handle in the boot and can 
slide back and forth to accommodate larger passengers in 
the third row. And it really is easy to fold and move those 
seats. I loaded my Sorento with friends to gauge the comfort 
level and even those in the very back said the ride was good 
and they didn’t feel packed in like sardines. Equally I did a 
trip to a DIY store (not one of my favourite places), put the 
seats down and found it to be a very good load lugger. 

Depending on model, the Sorento features a number of 
highly advanced new safety and convenience technologies 
including adaptive smart cruise control to maintain a gap 
to the vehicle ahead, speed limit information, around-view 
monitoring, cross traffic alert to prevent the owner from 
backing out of a parking space into the path of an approach¬ 
ing vehicle, a smart park assist system, lane departure warn¬ 
ing with blind spot detection and self-dimming adaptive 
front lighting. 

Extensive standard features include alloy wheels, black 
side sill and wheel-arch mouldings, roof rails and a rear 
spoiler, cornering lights integrated into the foglights, LED 
daytime running lights, front wiper de-icers, electrically-ad- 
justable, folding and heated door mirrors, door sill scuff 
plates, steering wheel-mounted controls, all-round electric 
windows and cruise control with speed limiter. Safety is 
taken care of by electronic stability control, vehicle stability 
management, trailer assist, ABS with electronic brake force 
distribution and brake assist, six airbags, active front head¬ 
rests, front seat belt pre-tensioners and load limiters and an 
active bonnet to protect pedestrians.
